ALL priſoners may be detained in the Ezenined 
lazarette till examined by the Apothecary ; ear 
and if neceſſary in the judgment of the Apo- 


thecary, may be waſhed from head to foot. 


The clothes of all priſoners may be burnt, — 
if neceſſary; in which caſe the County ſnall, * 
on the diſcharge of ſuch priſoners, procure 
them ſuch other decent clothing as ſhall be 
judged neceſſary ; or the clothes of the pri-

ſoners may be fumigated and laid by, to 


be returned to the owner when diſcharged 
from priſon. 


All priſoners ſhall be obliged to wear the 
clothes provided by the county, if ordered 
ſo to do by two Viſiting Juſtices. 


The priſoners ſhall conduct themſelves at 
all times with a decent regard towards the 
Magiſtrates, Sheriffs, Chaplain, Apothecary, 
Governor, and other Officers; and ſhall obey 
them in all their lawful commands, 


All priſoners ſentenced to hard labour, 
apprentices, ſervants, lewd women, idle and 
diſorderly perſons, and vagrants, ſhall be ob- 
liged to work, at ſuch work as the Juſtices 
ſhall think fit from time to time to order, All 
the laſt mentioned priſoners ſhall be allowed 
ſuch ſhare of their earnings as the General 
Quarter Seſſions ſhall from time to time think 
proper. 


All perſons confined for debt, if inclined 


to work, may be employed, on application to 


the Governor, at ſuch trade as may be thought 
expedient; a proper place allowed them; and 
one third of the net profits of their earnings 
ſhall 
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ſhall be received by the Governor for the uſe 
of the county. 


The Viſiting Juſtices ſhall have power to Refuſing to 
withdraw from any priſoner who refuſes to 
work, the benefit from the funds, and to re- 

fuſe a certificate when diſcharged, or any 
other indulgence. 


The Governor, by the order of two Viſit- Governor 
ing Juſtices, may employ with their own con- — 
ſent any priſoners, as ſervants, overſeers, or odere. 
aſſiſtants, in the management of the work, 
and the care of their fellow priſoners, inſtead 


of confining them to their daily labour. 


There ſhall be provided and kept, at the Articles 
county expenſe, in each cell the following * 
articles, for the uſe of the priſoners confined

No perſon, but in company with a 
Magiſtrate, the Chaplain, the Sheriff, Under 
Sheriff, or Governor, or by a written order 
from a Juſtice, in which ſhall be expreſſed the 
name of the perſon to be admitted, ſhall be

The hours of admittance to debtors and 
other priſoners, ſhal] be between nine in the

Every priſoner, who during confinement 
ſhall have conformed to the above rules, been 
induſtrious and obedient, and ſhewn any ex- 
traordinary diligence or merit, will have the 
protection of the Magiſtrate, and receive from 
him a certificate of ſuch good behaviour, for 
which, and for his or her diſcharge, no fee 


ſhall be taken,

There ſhall be a ſchool, for the purpoſe of 
inſtructing priſoners in reading and writing 
every Sunday, under the direction of the 
Viſiting Juſtices, the Chaplain and Gover- 
nor, and under the immediate inſpection of 
the Chaplain; to which ſuch priſoners as 
ſhall be approved of may be ſent. 


Thoſe priſoners who can read may be in the 
ſchool together; and thoſe who cannot may 
be brought one or more at a time to the 
ſchoolmaſter; and then taken back to their 
courts or cells reſpectively. 


If any debtors expreſs a wiſh to be in- 
ſtructed, they may be admitted, and a ſepa- 
rate table and ſeats be provided for them.

week days, a Viſiting Juſtice may order the 
ſame. The expenſe of the books for the 
ſchool to be paid by the ſcholars, out of that 
part of the earnings which is appropriated 
to the County. 


Every debtor who ſhall offend againſt any 
of theſe rules, or be guilty of any other im- 
proper conduct, may be puniſhed by with- 
drawing part or the whole of his gratuity, 
confinement to his cell, abatement of diet, or 
by removal to the refractory ward, at the 
diſcretion of a Viſiting Juſtice, 


Ordered, that every male debtor (as far as 
the conſtruction of the priſon will admit) 
ſhall have a ſeparate bed room ; it ſhall be 
furniſhed at the county coſt, with a bedſtead, 
a mattraſs filled with hair, chaff, or ſtraw, a 
blanket, a rug, and a coarſe linen or hempen 
ſheet ; and in cafe he hath the means of pro- 
curing for himſelf any additional comfort, 
(beyond the county allowance) in bedding, 
linen, or other neceſſaries, he ſhall have and 
uſe the ſame, without paying any fee or 
charge whatſoever to the Governor or other 
Officer; but ſuch additional bedding, linen, 
or clothes, ſhall . firſt be examined, to ſee 


that they are not in a foul or impure 


ſtate, or improper for admiſſion,

That any debtor inclined to work ſhall be 
employed on application to the Governor, 
allowing a third part of his earnings to the 
county; or if he can have means of labour 
brought to him from without the priſon, he 
may work without the interference of the 
Governor, or the payment of any fee whatſo- 
ever; provided only, that the materials or 
tools ſhall neither from their bulk or nature 
be unfit to be admitted into the priſon, 


That debtors ſhall be permitted to ſend for 
or have brought unto them, at ſeaſonable and 
regulated hours, any victuals or clothing; but 
in reſpect to liquor, that no priſoner ſhall be 
allowed either to ſend for, or to drink more 
than one pint of wine or one quart of beer 
(above the value of one penny per quart) in 
any one day, or 24 hours; and the Governor 
is ſtrictly charged to ſee that this regulation is 
adhered to, according to its intention, and 
without colluſion; and if any priſoner ſhall be 
detected in making uſe of the name of any 
other priſoner, for the purpoſe of obtaining 
any greater portion of ſuch ſtrong beer or 
wine, the priſoner conſenting to lend him his 
name, and the priſoner uſing it, ſnall be ren- 
dered incapable of receiving a certificate of 
good behaviour, and the Governor ſhall be 

required

required to remove him from the Magiſtrates 
Ward. 


That a diviſion of the debtor? priſon ſhall 
be ſet apart for the irregular and contumacious 
debtors, and for ſuch as refuſe or neglect to 
adhere to the rules propoſed by the Magiſtrates 
and ſanctioned by the Judges: it ſhall be 
called the refrafory or common ward, and the 
priſoners confined in this diviſion ſhall be con- 
ſidered as withdrawn from all county allow- 
ance, and from every indulgence or aſſiſtance 
intended by the Magiſtrates for poor and 
unfortunate debtors, 


T hat if any debtor ſhall be guilty of drun- 
kenneſs, profane curſing and ſwearing, irre- 
verent conduct at chapel, or diſreſpectful be- 
haviour to the Chaplain or Governor, or ſhall 
aſſault, quarrel with, uſe abuſive words, or 
defraud his fellow priſoner, or ſhall wilfully 
waſte, ſpoil, or deſtroy any goods belonging 
to the County, committed to his care to 
manufacture, or ſha!l attempt to eſcape or 
confpire with any other perſon ſo to do, or 
ſhall in any other way behave himſelf in a diſor- 
derly manner, he ſhall be conſidered as offend- 
ing againft the rules, orders, and bye-laws, 
laid down for the good government of the 

priſon, 
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priſon, and ſhall be removed into the refrac- 
tory or common ward. 


That every priſoner who during his con- 
finement ſhall have ſubmitted to the regula. 
tions with a decent reſpect and attention, 
and who hath not been guilty of ſwearing or 
drunkenneſs, of any attempts to acquire more 
liquor than is allowed, or of other diſorderly 
practices, ſhall receive a certificate of ſuch 
good conduct from the Chaplain, or any one 
Viſiting Juſtice, or the Chaplain and Gover- 
nor, which certificate ſhall be a diſcharge of 
all and every fee payable te the Keeper or 
Gaoler, (except thoſe for extra bedding, and 


for the room in the Keeper's houſe.) 


It is expected and required of all female 
debtors, that they conform to ſimilar rules 
and regulations, as are provided for the male 


debtors.

SECTION I. 


PREAMBLE, 


TRE Juſtices in Seſſions ſhall appoint a 
Governor, Taſkmaſter, and other Officers, 
for Houſes of Correction and Penitentiary 
Houſes, and fix their ſalaries; and may remove 
them, and appoint others in their ſtead, and 
alter the ſalaries. Officers ſhall give ſecurity 
to ſuch perſon as the Juſtices ſhall from time 
to time appoint for the performance of their 
duties, and may be fined, as by the a& of 
7 James I. c. 4; or 17 Geo. II. c. 5. 


If the Keeper of the Houſe of Correction, 
being removed by order of Seſſions, refuſes to 
quit 


1 


quit poſſeſſion upon notice ſigned by the Clerk 
of the Peace for 48 hours after ſuch notice 
delivered to him, the Sheriff ſhall remove 
him by warrant from two Juſtices, in the ſame 
manner as upon a writ of habere facias 


paſſeſtonem. 


IT. Juſtices in Seſſions ſhall make rules and 
orders for receiving, ſeparating, claſſing, di- 
eting, cloathing, maintaining, employing, re- 
forming, governing, managing, treating, and 
watching all offenders, during their confine. 
ment in Penitentiary Houſes; and in making 
ſuch rules, they ſhall have regard to the diſci- 
pline, proviſions, and directions directed by 
the act of 19 Geo, III. c. 74; which rules 
and orders ſhall not be valid until confirmed 
by the Juſtices of Aſſize; the Juſtices in 
Seſſions may from time to time alter the 
ſaid rules and orders, which alterations ſhall be 
confirmed by the Juſtices of Aſſize: nothing 
to extend to deprive convicts of any allowance 
authoriſed by any law for the ſupport of 
convicted priſoners, 


III. Governors of Houſes of Correction and 
their aſſiſtants have the ſame powers therein as 
a Sheriff and Gaoler have in a Gaol, and are 


anſwerable for any eſcape ; ſhall hear complaints 
for 
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for diſobedience of orders of the Houſe, aſſaults 


by one perſon confined in ſuch Houſe upon 
another, protane curſing and ſwearing, inde- 
cent behaviour, abſence from Chapel, or ir- 
reverent behaviour when there, and 1dleneſs, 
or negligence in work, or wiltul miſmanage- 
ment of it; and ſhall examine and puniſh the 
offenders, as by the act of 19 Geo, III. c. 74, 
viz, by cloſe confinement, and keeping them 
upon bread and water for any time not exceed- 
ing three days. 


The Governor ſhall report to Viſiting Juſtices 
all other offences; and the ſaid Juſtices ſhall 
inquire upon oath, and determine and puniſh 
the ſame by flight whipping, or repeated 
whippings, or confinement, not exceeding one 
month, If perſons ordered to hard labour 
break priſon, or eſcape in conveyance to the 
ſame, or if any perſon aſſiſt in reſcuing, or if 
any aſſiſtant permit any eſcape, or aſſiſt therein, 
(though no eſcape be made) ſuch perſon ſhall 


be puniſhed in ſame manner as directed by 19 
Geo. III. c. 74. 8 


IV. Proviſions for eſcape directed by 19 
Geo. III. c. 74. extended to this act. 


V. Juſtices 
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V. Juſtices in Seſſions ſhall appoint at every 
Seſſions two or more Viſiting Juſtices. 


VI. Rules, orders and regulations ſhall bg 
made as bye laws for government of Gaols, 
for ſeparating and claſſing priſoners, for 
enforcing orderly behaviour, and ſecuring to 
them humane treatment from the Gaoler 
and ſervants, as directed by 32 Geo, II. c. 28, 
and 24 Geo. III. c. 54. 


VII. Courts may order offenders ſentenced 
to tranſportation to hard labour until they 
ſhall be tranſported, 


VIII. The Governor ſhall make a return 
to the Judges, Clerk of Aſſize, or other proper 
Officer, on the firſt day of every Aſſize, of the 
ſtate of the priſon, &c, 


IX. Viſiting Juſtice or Juſtices ſhall examine 
and fign the ſame, and make obſervations 
thereon, before the ſame is delivered.

viſion, “It is enacted, that Juſtices in Seſſi- 
ons may order any ſum to be paid out of the 
County Rate to priſoners who cannot work, or 
_ procure employment ſufficient to ſuſtain them, 
and ſuch food and raiment as they ſhall think 
neceſſary for the ſupport of health.“ 


XIV. Viſiting Juſtices ſnall report to Judges 
of Aſſize any extraordinary diligence or merit 
which they may approve of in any offender, which 
Judges may recommend ſuch offender to royal 
mercy, and, if his Majeſty pleaſes, may ſhorten 
ſuch offender's confinement; and Viſiting 
Juſtices may reward the offender, by giving

XV. Juſtices in Seſſions, within one year 
after the paſſing this act, ſhall ſettle a Table 
of Fees to be taken by the Gaoler, and may 
alter the ſame, in the whole or part. A copy 
thereof ſhall be hung up in every Court of 
Aſſize and Seſſions, and ſhall be given to the 
Gaoler, and be hung up in the priſon ; which 
Table of Fees ſhall be conformed to. Juſtices

of, and may alter the ſame from time to time, 
to be paid out of the County Rate. Juſtices 
may ſtipulate ſuch ſalary as a condition for 
obſerving rules. 


No regulation ſhall affect the Sheriff in com- 
miſſion at the time of making the ſame, or 
his officers, unleſs by conſent of the Sheriff by 
writing under his hand; and no falary ſhall be 
paid out of the County Rate to any woman or 
other perſon incapable of executing the office 
in perſon, 


XVI. Two Juſtices may by warrant of diſ- 
treſs levy all penalties by ſale of the offender's 
goods, which (unleſs otherwiſe directed) ſhall 
be paid to the County Treaſurer, and be ap- 
plied to the purpoſes of the act; and for want 
of diſtreſs the Juſtices may commit ſuch of- 
fender to priſon, for any time not exceeding 
three months, nor leſs than one. 


XVII. Juſtices who may convict any perſon

XVIII. Perſons may appeal to the Quarter

Extracts from Lord Loucnynoroucn's Obſer. 
vations on Priſons, worthy the attention of 
Magiſtrates. 


SecLUS1ON and ſpare diet will induce men 
to aſk for employment. 


No perſon in the Houſe of Correction, ex- 
cept ill, and by order of an apothecary, ſhould 
be allowed any unneceſſary gratification of his 
appetite, either by preſents from friends, or 
for his money, 


Occaſional 
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Occaſional diminution of proviſions is a 
mode of correction attended with no bad con- 
ſequences to health, and may often be uſed as 
an incitement to induſtry, 


Secluſion means entire ſeparation, during 
the night, and that in the day intervals of 


communication ſhould be ſhort and interrupt- 


ed, and under the eye of the keeper, and that 
all continued hours of work ſhould be ſolitary. 


Solitary confinement ought to be obſerved 
for very ſerious caſes only, and applied with 
due diſcretion. 


The moſt common materials muſt receive 
ſome additional value from the labourer em- 
ployed to make them up into the moſt com- 
mon forms; ſorting rags is worth ſome price, 
In the Poor Houſe at Vyndham, in the courſe 
of the year 1790, an infirm old man, and a 
woman, with a child at her breaſt, earned half 
their ſubſiſtance, by ſhaping ſticks into handles 
for children's whips, which were ſold to the 
toy-makers, Neither the abſolute value of 
the work produced, nor the proportion it bears 
to the maintenance of the workman, 1s the 
principal object; the point is, that he ſhould 
be 
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be employed, whether more or leſs uſefully de- 
pends on the ingenuity of thoſe who ſet him 
to work ; and the profit of it is a local concern; 
but it imports the public that he ſhould work, 
let the value be ever ſo trifling. There are, 
however, ſo many little articles of conſtant 
uſe, and made of materials that are found 
every where, that every human being between 
infancy and decrepitude may be employed 
with ſome ſmall advantage. If it were an 
indiſpenſable rule, that every priſoner muſt 
work, thoſe who muſt bear the expenſe would 
ſoon find means to make that work turn to 
account. 


Every perſon adjudged to confinement, and 
every perſon committed to the Houſe of 
Correction, (ſickneſs only excepted) ſhould be 
kept to conſtant work, and receive only the 
diet of the Houle, 


The ſame ſtrictneſs is neceſſary with reſpe&t 
to diet in a Gaol, as in a Houſe of Correction; 
and no indulgence ought to be permitted, ex- 
cept in ſickneſs, beyond the ftated courſe of 
the Gaol. 


Every circumſtance with reſpect to ſepara- 
tion of the priſoners on criminal charges from 
each 
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each other, applies as ſtrongly to the Gaol as 
the Houſe of Correction: and with regard to 
thoſe who are convicted of capital offences, or 
ſentenced to impriſonment, a ſtricter degree of 
ſecluſion is undoubtedly neceſſary. 


With reſpect to the labour of the priſoners, 
who, as objects of criminal juſtice, are confined 
in the County Gaol, the caſe ſeems to require 
a very different conſideration from that of the 
priſoners committed to the Houſe of Correc- 
tion: theſe are generally perſons brought there 
by reaſon of their idleneſs and its immediate 
conſequences: ſpare diet and work is the pro- 
per medicine for them. Criminals of a more 
depraved habit may require a different treat- 
ment; and it is neceſſary to diſtinguiſh the 
different claſſes of perſons who are uſually 
found in the calendar of a Gaol. Some are 
placed there merely becauſe they are poor and 
unknown; perhaps, without a ſuſpicion of 
erime, they are bound over to give evidence, 
and having no perſon to anſwer for them, are 
committed, to ſecure their teſtimony: this is 
not an unknown caſe, but it is ſingularly hard; 
and a man under ſuch circumſtances is entitled 
to every fair indulgence. His work, in the 

eaſieſt way, ſhould certainly be encouraged, 


as 
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as a benefit to himſelf, and he is entitled to all 
the earnings of it. The accomplice who has 
been admitted a witneſs does not ſtand in fo 
favourable a light; all he can expect is, to be 
treated as an accuſed perſon, To both theſe 
claſſes, and to all who are committed for ſuch 
cauſe as might have ſent them equally to an 
Houſe of Correction, the fame regulations 
as to work, which would have prevailed 
there, ſhould be applied. Perſons condemn- 
ed to be tranſported, or under a ſentence of 
impriſonment for a term, ſhould be encouraged 
to work, by the hopes of the leſſening the 
term of their puniſhment; if to the latter ſen- 
tence it is added, that they hall be kept to hard 
labour, the means ſhould be provided of ſeverer 
work, 


From thoſe who are under a capital ſentence 
nothing further can be required, The reſult 
is, that to every claſs (except the moſt unfor- 
tunate) ſome ſpecies of work is adapted ; and 
the mere employment leſſens the horrors, 
without diſpoſing the mind to think lightly of 
the reſtraint of a Gaol, Tf this ſyſtem could 
be eſtabliſhed fully, it would have more per- 
manent effe& to reform the offender, and to 
deter others, than tranſitory public examples;

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und we might hope ſpeedily to eraſe from the 
law a number of capital ſentences, which a 
Judge is obliged to pronounce, when the 
greater part of the audience know they are not 
meant to be put in execution; leſſening there- 
by the impreſſion which ſuch ſentences ought 
to make, when the law ſhould' be armed with 
all its terror,

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VISITING JUSTICES. 


By the Salop Gaol Act, 26 Geo. III. c. 24, 


p. 27, ſ. 45, The County Juftices ſhall at 
every Michaelmas Seſſions; and by 31 Geo. 


III. c. 74, at every Seſſions, appoint two or 


more Juſtices Viſitors for the New Priſon, 
who ſhall, either together or ſingly, perſonally 
viſit and inſpect the ſame, at leaſt three times 
in each quarter of a year, and oftner if occaſion 
ſhall require; and ſhall examine into the ſtate 
of the beddings, the behaviour and conduct of 
the reſpective officers, the treatment and con- 
dition of the priſoners, and the amount of their 
earnings; and in matters of preſſing neceſſity, 
and within the powers of their commiſſion as 
Juſtices, ſhall take cognizance therein, and pro- 
ceed to regulate and redreſs the ſame; and at 
every General Quarter Seſſions ſhall make a 
report in writing of the ſtate and condition of 
the ſaid priſon, and of all abuſes therein; and 
the chairman ſhould call upon the ſaid Viſitors 


for ſuch report. And it is further declared 


lawful for every Juſtice of the Peace for the 
ſaid County, or any Borough, Town corpo- 
E. | rate, 
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rate, liberty, or franchiſes of his own accord, 
and without being appointed a Viſitor, to enter 
into the ſaid priſon, and to examine the ſame 
when and as often as he ſhall think fit; and if 
he ſhall diſcover any abuſes therein, he ſhould 
report the ſame in writing at the next County 
General Quarter Seſſions; and every ſuch re- 
port ſhould be taken into immediate conſide- 
ration by the Juſtices at the ſaid Seſſions, who 
ſhould take the moſt effectual meaſures for 
enquiring into and rectifying ſuch abuſes, as 
ſoon as the nature of the caſe will allow.

No priſoner committed for puniſhment

If the Viſiting Juſtices ſhould at any time 
obſerve, or be ſatisfactorily informed of any 
extraordinary diligence or merit, in any of the 
offenders under their inſpection, they ſhould 
report the ſame to the Judges at the next or 
any ſubſequent Gaol Delivery, to be holden 
for the County in which ſuch offender was 
convicted, in order that ſuch Judges may, if 
they ſhall think proper, recommend ſuch 
offender to Royal mercy, in ſuch degree, or 
upon ſuch terms, as to them ſhall ſeem meet.

If ſuch priſoner ſhould be able to procure 
any reputable maſter of a ſhip, manufacturer, 
or tradeſman, huſbandman, or other ſubſtan- 
tial houſekeeper, to take ſuch offender into 
ſervice, if at the end of one year's uninterrupt- 
ed ſervice, ſuch maſter or miſtreſs ſhould give 
ſuch offender a certificate, ſetting forth that 
ſuch offender has ſerved him or her ſoberly 
and honeſtly during the year, and that he or 
ſhe were content with ſuch offender's ſervice, 
the Viſiting Juſtices ſhould allow ſuch ſum as 
a reward for ſuch good conduct as to them 
ſhould ſeem proper, from the ſubſcription 
fund, and procure by order of Seſſions a ſum 
of money at leaſt equal to what was allowed 
at the diſcharge of ſuch priſoner, from the 
County ſtock. 


N. B. This laſt certificate ſhould be wit-

Every Viſiting Juſtice ſnould enquire into

a week to the priſoners; and on every day 
from the day of condemnation of any priſoner

and ſhould read in the Chapel ſuch parts of

He ſhould attend, at all ſeaſonable and con- 
venient times, every priſoner who ſhall require 
his ſpiritual advice and aſſiſtance; and ſhould 
enter ſuch obſervations as he thinks proper in 


the Juſtices viſiting book. 


As inſtruction, both moral and religious, 
ſhould be promoted by habitual attention, by 
all the means which the ſituation of a priſon

will admit of, he ſhould, by order of the 
Seſſions, be provided with a ſufficient quantity 
of moral and religious books, to diſtribute to 
ſuch of the priſoners as he ſhould judge to be 
in a ſtate to be benefited thereby. 


He ſhould adminiſter the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper at all times to ſuch perſons as 
are fit to receive it, and do particularly requeſt 
the ſame ; and he ſhould adminiſter the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper in the Chapei, to 
all priſoners who ſhould be inclined to receive 
the ſame, upon the Sunday after - Michael- 
mas, Chriſtmas-day, Eaſter-day, Whitſunday, 
or the Sunday next after any of theſe days. 


He ſhould be the only miniſter permitted to 
viſit any priſoner, unleſs any ſuch priſoner 
ſhould declare himſelf of any religious perſua- 
fion diſſenting from the doctrine of the eſtab- 
liſhed Church of England ; and then, upon 
the requeſt of ſuch priſoner, a miniſter of 
ſuch perſuaſion, approved of by a Viſit- 
ing Juſtice, ſhould be permitted to viſit 
him; provided ſuch miniſter do not preach 
to, or attend any other perſon not of ſuch 
faith and perſuaſion ; the name of ſuch miniſ- 
ter, and that of the priſoner whom he 1s to 
viſit, ſhould be entered in the Juſtices viſiting 
book. | 
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He ſhould attend any Juſtice viſiting the 
priſon, if deſired. 


He ſhould reſide in Shrewſbury, or the 
ſuburbs, and ſhould not undertake any other 
duty that will prevent his regular diſcharge of 
the duty of the priſon, without conſent of the 
Juſtices in Seſſions; and ſhould conſider the 
duty of the priſon as his principal employ- 
ment, | 


He ſhould enquire into the ſtate of mind of 
every priſoner, and particularly thoſe in ſoli- 
tary confinement; and if there ſhould be any 
reafon to believe that it is affected by che diſ- 
cipline or diet of the priſon, he ſhould certify 
the fame in writing to the Governor; who 
ſhould obey the order in reſpe& thereof, until 
the next attendance of two Viſiting Juſtices, 
who ſhould enquire into the caſs, and give 


orders accordingly. 


He ſhould daily attend every priſoner under 
ſentence of death; and ſhould likewiſe attend 
every ſuch priſoner at the place of execution. 


In cafe of abfence by ſickneſs, or any neceſ- 
ſary engagement allowed by two Viſiting 


Juſtices, he ſhould appoint a proper perſon

A pint or two of ſkimmed Milk is a good addition, and 
put in a few minutes before the Soup is taken from the fire, 
and in that caſe more thickening will be wanted. The 
whole ſhould be well ſtewed after taken from the fire.

I find upon experi- 
ence, that a pint of this rich Soup, with a ſmall piece of 
the meat, 1s ſufficient to latisfy a working man with a

the regulations by ſtatute, and by Courts of

of legal proceſs; and the procuring any affi- 
davit, or atteſtation of any priſoner, 


He ſhould hang up in ſome conſpicuous 
part of the priſon, the Act of 14 Geo.

He ſhould put up in ſome part of the pri- 
ſon, the following clauſe relative to perſons 
ordered to hard Jabour eſcaping.

He ſhould not permit any diſorderly beha-

other priſoner any fine or gratuity under the 
name of garniſn, or any other name or plea 
whatever, without the priſoner being guilty 
of any ſuch miſconduct being properly pu- 
niſhed or reported to the Viſiting Juſtices. 


He ſhould not uſe irons in the ordinary cuſ- 
tody of any priſoner for fines, or unconvicted 
perſons, except ſuch as ſhould be committed 
on charges of capital offences, old offenders, 
and ſuch as ſhould have made any attempt or 
have conſpired to eſcape, or as he ſha!l have 
good reaſon, allowed as ſuch by a Viſiting Juſ- 
tice, to ſuſpect will eſcape ; or in caſe he ſhall 
deem the priſoners not in a ſufficient ſtate of 
ſecurity 3 in all which caſes the fetters ſhall 
not exceed 7lb. or 81b. in weight, unleſs or-

The priſoner ſhould be confined to his or her 
cell; he or ſhe ſhould be taken into the court 
for refractory priſoners, ſo many hours in the 
day as the diviſion of the court will admit;

—If his or her 
behaviour at chapel be orderly and decent, he 
or ſhe ſhould be allowed on Sundays to air 
in the court, in the ſociety of his or her claſs.

The priſoners ſhould be confined to their 
cells during the hours of work, but ſhould eat 
their meals, and aſſociate with the others of 
their claſs, in the day room and court, 


Priſoners may be puniſhed by working a 
wheel, or other machine for any purpoſe, the 
ſame being made to work eaſy or hard, accord- 
ing to the offence. 


All perſons condemned to die for any crime, 
(except murder) ſhould be confined to the cells 
appropriated for them; and daily brought to 
air in the court belonging to ſuch cell, no 
other priſoners being preſent.

From the time of ſentence of any convict 
the Governor ſhould keep the priſon particu- 
larly ſilent; on the day preceding that of exe- 
cution, the convicted priſoners ſhould be locked 
up two hours earlier, and the others one hour 
earlier, than the uſual time, 


On the morning of the day of execution, 
the priſoners ſhould be let out of their cells 
for one half hour, and on their return have 
their breakfaſt, 


At the time of execution, all the convicted 
priſoners ſhould be brought together, but in 
ſeparate claſſes, and ſhould be attended by 
Sheriff *'s men, or other aſſiſtants, and placed 
ſo that they can ſee the perſon executed, but 
not the populace who attend, 


When the execution 1s ended, they ſhould 
be conducted to the chapel, where the chap- 
lain, or his aſſiſtant, ſhould read ſuch ſervice 
or diſcourſe as he judges beſt. adapted to the 
occaſion ; the priſoners ſhould next be con- 
ducted to their cells for one hour; then, and 
not before, they ſhould eat their dinner, and 
after that remain 1n their cells for the remains 
der of the evening. 
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On Sunday, in the intervals of meals and 
divine ſervice, only a few at a time ſhould be 
admitted into the courts, ſo as to admit of 
ſome period of reflection to each of the pri- 
ſoners, during the uſual time of being in the 
courts, 


On the Monday following they ſhould return 
to the uſual habits and rules of the priſon, 


N. B. If any priſoner ſhould appear to be 


too much affected by this diſcipline, it ſhould

be moderated, as it relates to ſuch priſoner. 


If any priſoner ſhould be guilty of miſ- 
behaviour during the execution, &c. ſuch 
priſoner ſhould be confined in a ſolitary cell. 


Priſoners under fentence of death are re- 
marked to be particularly thirſty.— All ſtrong 
liquors are improper. Souchong tea poured 
into ſpring water 1s found the moſt proper 
beverage on ſuch occaſions, — Agitation of 
mind induces thirſt and fever, which are beſt 
allayed by ſuch ſmall diluting liquor taken 
frequently in a ſmall quantity. 


An abſtra& of the Rules ſhould be printed 
in plain legible characters, and paſted up in 
ſome

ſome conſpicuous part of every court in the 
priſon ; and every priſoner who ſhould tear or 
deface the ſame ſhould be puniſhed, 


The Governor ſhould behave with calmneſs 
and humanity, yet with firmneſs and reſolu- 
tion, towards the priſoners, having always 
their reformation in view. 


In caſe it ſhould appear to the Juſtices in 
Seſſions, that the Governor hath miſbehaved 
in his office, he ſhould be diſcharged from his 
employment as ſoon as convenient, his falary 
ſhould ceaſe, and he ſhould never be appoint- 
ed again, Salop Gaol AF, p. 28, ſ.

He ſhould not abſent himſelf from the 
priſon without the leave of the Governor, and 
ſhould obey his orders.

Keeper of the Houſe of Correction. 


By 22 Geo. III. c. 46, ſ. 7, it is enacted 
that all priſoners in the Houſe of Correction

which is not ſevere, although ſuch priſoner 
be not by the warrant of his commitment 
ordered to be kept to labour; and that he ſhall 
receive half the net profits at his diſcharge.
